TWO RIVERS—A diesel and a nine-car freight—run_ + 
aways from a switching yard at Manitowoc while its crew 
was at breakfast —barreled 10 miles through the two cities 
Friday morning. The engine and two cars then jumped the 
‘tracks and plunged into 18 feet of water at the harbor here. 

A diver of McMullen & Pitz Construction Co. of Mani- 
towoc twice searched the harbor where the diesel lay to 
locate the engine’s position. He could not see whether any- 
one was in the cab of the engine. 
| The incident baffled railroad officials. One held out the 
theory that the diesel, its motors idling while the crew 
breakfasted, attracted someone who clambered aboard and 
threw the forward throttle.

Project to Be Biggest 
In History of Parish; 


Cost Set at $425,000 


Manitowoc.—The largest and the most costly 
construction project in the 89-year history of St. 
Mary’s Parish here will begin in April, according 
to an announcement made in the past week by Mon- 
signor John Landowski, pastor. Contracts have been let 
for the erection of a 14-classroom school and a large 
multi-purpose or gymnasium room. Cost of construction, 
exclusive of furnishings, will be about $425,000. 

Since the new building will be erected on the site 
of the present school, Marshall and S. 22nd Streets, the 504 
children at present enrolled in St. Mary’s School will begin 
classes in the Adams School of the public school system about 
April 1. It is expected that the razing of the present buildings 
will commence near that time.

MANITOWOC - Th ugarbush 
lias been a part of Manitowoc 
County's farming picture from 
the days of the pioneer and while 
never an extensive industry it 
has been dabbled in by many. On- 
ly a few, however, have made it 
a primary factor in their farmingi 
plan and among those the name 
oi Samz has become legend. 

William Samz of Rt. 1, Mishi- 
cot, today is the fourth genera- 
tion in his family to work the 
same stand of maple and his chil- 
dren are growing into a fifth 
eration of sap gatherers and 
boilers. 

William is lucky, though, in 
that he has the expert services of 
his retired lathet, Oscar, w ho 
ran the industry before him and 
who in turn traces the beginnings 
to his grandparents who came to 
tiris country in 1847 and obtained 
the tract in a land grant from 
Zachary Taylor, then president of 
the United States. The family still 
has the original land grant in its 
possession. 

Vine Dresser 

Jacob Trossen, the Samz great 
grandparent, left’ Trier, Germany. 
where he was a vine drdsser in 
a vineyard and abandoned a con- 
siderable estate under political 
oppression as he brought his fam- 
ily from the banks of the Mosel 
River in Germany to Manitowoc 
in the United States in 1847.
